They were selfish as indeed 
was the white man naturally. but they | 
were docile. When visiting at Chipewyan, 
an Indian came to sec the Rev. P. Lucas 
and made him a valuable present of grease— 
as valuable an article as an Indian could | 
give. This being the Indian’s mode of bar- 
ter, the bishop suggegted to his reverend 
friend that he ask him what he wanted in 
return. This he did, and was answered in 
the kind words, ‘I don’t want anything. 
You have been kind to me in giving me 
medicine and other things.” Human nature 
seems pretty much the same the world over; 
but whilst the Indians are for the most part 
exceedingly selfish, none can ever * forget an 
injury.

ROAD ALLOWANCES. 

There is no more troublesome ques- 
tion in this part of the Northwest than 
that of trails. With the surface of the 
country diversified with woods, lakes, 


ponds, creeks, rivers and valleys it 


follows that the surveyed road allow- | 


ances which take no account of natural 
obstacles can only be made practicable 
for travel Ly a large expenditure of 
mcney. In the early days of settle- 
ment the question of the practicability 
of the road allowances did not arise, 
because the old trails which followed 
the best ground and took the shortest 
course were used in travelling from 
settlement to settlement. It was sup- 
posed that when provision was made to 
have such of these old trails as might 
be necessary made permanent high ways 
the road difficulty was overcome. But 
this has proven to be a delusion. Set 
tlers are going everywhere and oid 
trails are not everywhere, neither would 
it be for the good of the country that 
they should be. Unless in exceptional 
cases, it is much better in the long run 
that the road allowances which divide 
the farms from each other and area 
convenience for everybody should be 
improved rather than that 
farms should be cut in two by a main 
trail. The difficulty regarding the road 
allowances is that there is not money 
available for their improvement as fast 
as the present rapid settlement of the 
district demands, and settlers are in 
many cases too ready to exercise the 
rights of proprietorship over their newly 
acquired homestead by fencing it in

Epirok BULLETIN : 

Stk :—In your issue of Sept. 20th last, 
you publish a copy of the arbitrators’ award 
in the matter of the Town of Edmonton vs 
McDougall, and also a criticism of such 
award signed by S. 8S. Taylor. I had al- 
ways, before reading this production of 
Mr. Taylor’s, thought that arbitrators were 
in a similar position to judges sitting to 
lear an «ppeal, and that when a judgment 
was arrived at, the matter was, so far 
as the public was concerned, ended. I 
have never heard of a judge handing down 
a decision in which, while dissenting from 
the judgment of the court, he went out of 
his way to state that the judgment was 
founded upon neither facts nor evidence and 
boldly insinuating that his fellow judges 
had entered into a conspiracy to defraud 
one party to the suit. In this opinion, I 
may be wrong, and as Mr. Taylor should 
know something of legal procedure, if no- 
thing ofthe conduct of judges, I will as- 
sume for the purpose of my present letter 
that he was well within his powers in writ- 


ing such a report, and also acted in so do- | 


ing ina mannef which in his calling would 
be considered professional. In any other 
profession, however, such an action would 
be considered decidedly unprofessional and 
among the laity would be looked upon as 
unfair. He has broken faith with and 
abused the confidence of the other arbitrat- 
ors and has endeavored to place them ina 


false position before the pnblic, and in this | 


efiort has used some unfair, and one-sided 
means and arguments. In his verbose 
production he does his best to show his 
employers that they made no mistake in 
appointing him an arbitrator and that the 
fault was *‘all the other fellows” He says 
that on the assumption that no trail exists 


| the other arbitrators agreed with him that 


McDougall was not entitled to any damages. 
I challenge him to find such an admission 
in the award. Such an opinion might have 
been expressed during our discussions, but 
if so, it was done in the strictest confidence 
and not to give him grounds upon which to 
slander us. Since he has thus made use of 
private and confidential conversations I feel 
at liberty to make use of any views advanc- 
ed and expressions used during our delibera- 
tions, both as regards the witnesses and 
their evidence. However, in this letter I 
will confine my remarks to the evidence 
and Mr. Taylor’s criticism thereon. As to 
the evidence,it has all been published in de- 
tail in the BuL_etTin and speaks for itself, 
but my critic uses it so as to make out 
that it speaks for him. It was not part of 
my duty to give the public my reasons for 
coming to the decision I did, but having 
taken the same oath as Mr. Taylor and 
knowing fully as well as him the imporc of 
that oath, and valuing my oath as much at 
least as he did his, | gave my award based 
upon my opinion of the value of the evidence 
and not upon its bulk. I have not a word 
to say against any witness either tor or 
against the town; neither did I say any- 
thing against any witnesses during our de- 
liberations, excepting this, that some were 
unconsciously prejudiced. I make _ this 
statement so that what follows may not be 
misconstrued and I do not infer nor wish to 
be thought that in the following example I 
compare the town’s witnesses to those in 
my assumed case. Mr. Taylor’sonly argu- 
ment is that 12 men swore in favor of the 
town and a fewer number against it ; there- 
fore the town with their evidence, support- 
ed by 8.8. Taylor, should have got the 
award. Now | assume a case in which 6 or 
7 men prejudiced like Mr. Taylor swear to 
one thing and but 2 or 3 men of good judg- 
ment and standivg, unprejudiced and un- 
biased, swear the contrary—well to be brief 
and concise, the prejudiced men would not 
get the award, were I the judge. So many 
inaccuracies and contradictions occur in his 
phillipic that to note them all would both 
exhaust you™®™patience and your valuable 
space, so I will mention but one in this 
letter, reserving Others till another oc- 
casion. In speaking of the trail (and this 
is the point upon which he so loudly de- 
claims) in one place he says: ‘‘ This trail 
has never yet been settled” and in another, 
** And sketch ‘OQ’ gives about the real lo- 
cation of the trail, namely running through 
P. Daly's lot and Cameron's stores.” 
When was he thinking of his oath? When 
he says, ‘No trail” or when he says 
‘** Trail.” Which is the result of his ‘ hon- 
est convictions.” If you can find out sir 
from his document, it is more than I can. 
To make light of certain evidence he says 
there is no trail, or what means the same 
thing, and again in order to do the same 
with other evidence he says that there is a 
trail and even describes the location thereof. 
in leaving the evidence I will make him an 
otfer which if he accepts will show that at 
least he has the courage of his honest con- 
victions. If Mr. 8. 8. Taylor will perform 
the undermentioned feats I bind myself to 
pay the total costs of the late arbitration to 
the town ora similar sum towards the pro- 
posed hospital or to any other charitable 
purpose to be agreed upon, provided he 
binds himself in the event ot his failing to 
perform those feats, to contribute the above 
named sum. 

1. To prove from. the evidence that Mce- 
Dougall ever offered to give 50 feet back of 
lot 1 to the town free and unconditionally for 
the opening of such a street as the said 50 
feet has beeu expropriated for. 

2. That he publish his opinion, that there 
is not a trail ranning through block X and 
opening into Jasper Avenue. 

He can leave it to an arbitration or ar- 
range any way he likes to decide the matter. 
I only stipulate that he shall not contradict 
opinions already given by himself, both 
verbally and in writing. 

I hope now to provethat S.S. Taylor wasa 
most prejudiced judge and should not have 
stultified himself by accepting the position’ 
of arbitrator in the interests of the town. 
He was until recently, McDougall’s agent, 
& position, which was last spring 
given to P. Heiminck & Co. I havea short 
quotation froma letter written by S. S. 
Taylor to McDougall under date of May 
6th, 1893, which is in evidence in which he 
says: 

“* The town council have expressed their 
willingness to continue McDougall street to 
the brow of the hill on the south side of 
Jasper avenue and to expropriate the lot 
that McCauley owned, but which has been 
soid to another party, and lot 1 R. L. 8. 
They say ‘hat they will do this if you will 
give a free right of way 50 feet wide from 
the back of lot 1 to the bank etc. Now you 
can readily see that this will be of wonder- 
ful advantage to you, it will pay you 400 
per cent.” 

In the light of this letter one is surprised 
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at Mr. Taylor accepting the position he did 
and also, with this letter on record and in 
evidence, at his publishing such a criticism 
of his fellow judges as he did. 

However much the arbitrators may have 
erred in their award,such error was certain- 
ly not from prejudice, and pre-conceived 
ideas of the damages to be awarded. 

I will leave the public to guess why he 
could not concur in ouraward, and to 
imagine why he expresses sorrow because 
we could not concur in his.

Winnipeg Commercial, Sept. 22nd: Busi- 
ness continues to improve slowly. The 
wheat movement is more heavy, but it has 
not put a great deal of money in general 
circulation yet, though the cash is going out 
fast. The grain firms say they never sent 
so much money to the country by this date 
in any previous year as this seasoh. The 
railways of course have all the traffic they 
can handle. There has been considerable 
through traffic in addition to the heavy 
grain movement, and the export cattle 
trade is also quite an item for the railways 
te handle at present.

The settlers ina township 
in the north wanted some protection from 
prairie fires and resolved to have it. To 
this end they prociaimed a holiday and 
organized a picnic ; the wives and daughters 
prepared the feast; the men turned out 
with their ploughs, and befure the sun had 
sct had ploughed an effectual fireguard on 
the road allowance around their township. 
Next day every man put a guard around 
his own place and they slept in peace. In 
putting up hay they plough three furrows 
around the site of the stacks and burn be- 
tween them, and also burn the space enclos- 
ed by the furrows, so that there is nothing 
to carry fire to the hay. This is a simple 
and effective plan, and one that becomes 
easier as the townships become settled up.— 
Battleford Herald. 

British Columbia business review of Sept. 
17th in Winnipeg Commercial: On the 
whole the reports from business houses this 
week are favorable. Business has held its 
own in volume with the trade of last week 
and collections are not so difficult as they 
have been. New hay is not coming in fast 
as reported in local market reports, there 
is plenty ef old hay on hand, and new hay 
would not meet with ready sale if placed 
upon the market. The grain and feeding 
houses report that quite large quantities of 
British Columbia oats of good quality are 
on the market, chiefly grown in uhe Okana- 
gan district. This will have a tendency to 
effect the price of imported oats. The 
market is almost bare of eggs only part of a 
cargo by one firm being on hand. The 
shipping trade has been unusually active 
and the one cry all week among shipping 
men has been lack of warfage, in many 
instances in the past month vessels have 
been compelled to go to other cities to un- 
load. <A large shipment of eastern apples 
have come to hand in poor condition, being 
badly packed and tvo green, they will not 
command a good price. 

A peculiar ease showing how a large sav- 
ing in freight was made by teaming goods 
instead of giving them to the railway for 
transport, has been reported to The Com- 
mercial. A party in Minnedosa, Man., 
purchased a limited quantity of plate glass 
in Winnipeg, the weight ef which was 
about 1,200 pounds. On enquiring he 
found that the railway freight and cost of 
placing on the cars here would amount to 
355. lentend of giving the goods to the 
railway, he hired a man and team of horses 
at Minnedosa to come to Winnipeg for the 
glass, the distance between the two places 
being 135 miles. The man and team cost 
$40 for the trip, and a load was taken each 
way. A load of wool was brought to Win- 
nipeg on the way down, and onthe return 
trip a quantity of other goods was taken in 
addition to the glass. Altogether the sav- 
ing from teaming the goods, counting the 
railway freight on the wool, and the glass 
and other s taken on the return trip, 
amounted to $35 less than it would have 
cost to have sent the goods by the railway. 
This is of course an exceptional case, as the 
rate on glass is very high, but it is never- 
theless an interesting incident as showing 
that the old modes of transportation are not 
to be despised even in this age of railways, 
at least in Manitoba.

Mr. Fraser, of the government explorat- 
ion party for petroleum at Athabasca Land- 
ing, is in town on his way to Banff for a 
short stay. 

F. A. Osporne is preparing to handle 
British Columbia fir and native spruce lum- 
ber extensively at his lumber yardon Second 
street south of Jasper avenue. 

Ar the Methodist conference in London 
last week, Calgary district asked to be 
joined to British Columbia conference ; but 
the memorial was voted down. 

Wuie unhitching their horses on arrival 
from Lac St. Ann on Saturday, the team 
of T. Gouiveloos and A. De Fouvent ran 
away. The waggon upset and the harness 
was slighly damage. 

Tur Athabasca exploration party for 
petroleum under direction of Dr. Selwyn, 
put down 600 feet of casing on Thursday 
last to pipe off a second flow of gas. They 
are now down about 700 feet. 

A LopcGE of the Orange order was organiz- 
ed at South Edmonton on Saturday night, 
and on Sanday the members marched in 
regalia to the Methodist church where they 
were addressed by Rev. A. Munroe. 


H Horton has acquired from the C. P. 
R. the sole coal right on Section 25, town- 
ship 51 range 25, west of 4th meridian, the 
location of the White Star mines, and is 
preparing to ship several cars of coal to 
Calgary. 

E- C. Emery has a beauty of Hebron 
potatoe grown in his garden which weighs 
2 pounds 4 and a half ounces. Ht is smooth 
and perfectly shaped without crack or 
blemish of any kind. 

Mervocu McLeop, of Belmont, has red 
fife wheat of this seasons growth which 
weighs 645 Ibs. to the ‘measured bushel. 
The weighing and measuring was done at 
the Edmonton Milling Co’s mill, South Ed- 
movton. A sample is on view at this office. 
The wheat was sown on April 27th and was 
cut on the 27th of August, and was ready 
for cutting at least a week sooner. 

A MEETING of the Edmonton agricultural 
society was held on Saturday afternoon 
when it was decided to hold this year’s ex- 
hibition in the skating rink. The question 
of holding races upon the second day of the 
exhibition was brought up for discussion and 
resulted in their deciding to give prizes in 
connection with this new feature. The 
various committees to receive and arrange 
exhibits were appointed. 

Mr. O. B. Arvoip of Appledon, P. O., 
Kent Co., Ont., who took up a homestead 
in the Sturgeon river settlement, is very 
much pleased with the country here. He 
leaves this week te look after his farm in 
Ontario and will return in the spring with 
his wife and the remainder of his family. 
This week he left with us some sample 
potatoes of the Green Mountain variety und 
Rochester seedlings of which he hada hill 
of 18 weighing a pound each. He says this is 
a much larger vield than he had in Ontario. 


Axovr four hundred persons assembled 
on the race track last Saturday afternoon to 
witness the quarter mile running race be 
tween the horses Roseberry and Palmena 
owned by 8. 8. Taylor, Q. C., and deputy 
sheriff Robertson respectively.

A serious gunning accident happened at 
Stony Plain on Friday evenir.g last to Mr. 
Guenett, just as he was returning home 
from drawing in hay. He had reached his 
farm and was drawing the gun off the hay 
rack muzzle first when the trigger accident- 
aly canght and the gun went off. The shot 
tore away the flesh off the inside of the left 
arm to the wrist and also shot away the 
tops of the third and little fingers. Dr. 
Tofield happened to be out there at the 
time af the accident and attended to it as 
soon as possible. He was afterwards taken 
to the St. Albert hospital and Dr. Harrison 
sent for. At first it was thought that the 
arm would have to be amputated ; but it is 
now thought that there "are good hopes of 
his recovering the use of his arm as the bone 
is not injmed, and though the flesh has 
been torn away. the tendons are not hurt. 
His escape from instant death is almost 
miraculous. 


Mr. Ku.tick of Montreal, professor of 
swimming and demonstrator of life saving 
and drowning, who has been with Bishop 
Young through the Athabasca district for 
the past three months, returned from his 
trip on Friday. Mr. Killick gave ex- 
hibitions of life saving and swimming to the 
children of the mission at Fort Chipewyan. 
This was also witnessed by the parents of 
the children and the Indians of the sur- 
rounding district. After showing the In- 
dians how to save life, and the use of his 
varied appliances he represented himseif as 
a drowning man and let them save him ; 
but their knowledge of throwing ropes was 
very vague. When first he gave his ex- 
hibition, with that characteristic so notice 
able in the Indians whenever a white man 
endeavors to show them anything, they 
only laughed at his pertormances ; but after 
explanations and doing in the water what 
they were unable to do themselves he won 
their admiration. Mr. Killick also gave 
instructions in s‘vimming to the missionaries 
at St. Peters mission, Lesser Slave Lake, 
and gave exhibitions at Vermillion forks. 
Mr. Killick has a method of his own for 
teaching swimming and has appliances for 
life saving of his own invention. Through- 
out his trip several photographs were taken 
which are exceedingly interesting to persons 
who have heard of the district ; but have 
seen. nothing to illustrate what has been 
learned.
